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Kipling Passes; 
Memories Recall 
Brattleboro Home

With the passing of Rudyard 
Kipling in England last Friday 
night, the British Empire loses 
its world-famed writer of poems 
and vivid tales. His name is 
known the world over and his 
works are familiar to all who are 
versed in English literature. He 
was born December 30, 1865 in 
Bombay, India, the son of Prof. 
John Lockwood Kipling and his 
wife, Alice Macdonald, the 
daughter of a Wesleyan clergy- 
man. He was educated in Eng- 
land anl developed his literary 
abilities while serving newspa- 
pers at Lahore and Allahabad in 
India. In 1889 he came to Ameri- 
ca for a time and then returned 
to England where he produced 
his first works. These books 
when published by an American 
publisher and ‘then after his 
marriage to an American girl 
they decided to make their home 
in America and chose a site just 
above Brattleboro on the hills 
where they built a home and 
called it “Naulahka” after a work 
on which he had colaborated 
with his brother-in-law. Mr. and 
Mrs. Kipling arrived in Brattle- 
boro in February, 1892 and for 
five years resided there. Here 
Kipling’ wrote two ‘Jungle 
Books,” two volumes of short 
stories entitled “The Day’s 
Work,” most of the poems in 
“The Seven Seas” and “Captains 
Courageous,” 

Kipling in the words of a 
friend of those days “disliked 
and forbade .a_ sensational or 
mercenary invasion of his pri- 
vate life,’ -but welcomed the 
words and visits of friends, who 
loved and admired him. 


Disagreements between him 


‘and his wife’s family and a dis- 


like of ostentation prompted him 
to relinguish his residence in 
Brattleboro and he returned with 
his family to England where they 
could lead their lives in com- 
fort and privacy. Two children 
were born to them in the Brat- 
tleboro home, Josephine in 1892 
and Elsie in January, 1896. 

Brattleboro people have always 
regretted the departure of the 
Kiplings, and “Naulahka” is 
looked upon as a local shrine. 
Visitors to Brattleboro are al- 
ways .shown the building where 
the author lived.

Reduces Budget; 
County Commissioners 
Practice Economy

The Franklin County Board of 
Commissioners have approved a 
budget for 1936 which calls for 
expenditures of $212,928.53, 
which represents a decrease of 
$352.57 from the expenditures of 
$213,281.10 in 1935. It is also 
$12,028.87 less than. the expense 
of 1934 and $10,654.73 below that 
of 1933. 

Slight reductions may be made 
in the following: Interest on 
county debt; repairing, furnish- 
ings and improving county 
buildings; care, fuel, lights, and 
supplies in county buildings, 
other than jails and houses of 


correction; highways, including 
state highways, bridges, and 
land damages; law _ libraries; 


county aid to agriculture or ag- 
ricultural schools; hospital or 
sanitorium; state reservations; 
and unpaid bills. 

The balance in the county 
treasury at the clostng of books 
for 1935 is $17,418.70. Estimated 
receipts for 1936 follow: Infer- 
jor courts and trial justices, 
$2,000; clerks’ of courts fees, 
$800; register’s of deeds fees, 
$6,000; jails and houses of cor- 
rection labor, board, etc., $3000; 
highways and bridges, $500; 
miscellaneous, $500; pedlars’ li- 
censes, $100; total, $12,900. Net 
balance in treasury, including 
estimated reciptsgtotals $30,318.- 
70. : 

The annual report of the 
county treasurer, William J. 
Newcomb, for 1935 reveals to- 
tal expenditures of $322,093.40. 
Total expenditures for 1934 were 
$320,922.80.

The Northfield Town Meeting will be held on Monday, Feb. 3,
